(St{C project No. 1638) efforts of privare dîkíng alon! the

Red River to protect agrlcultural land.
He explained previous history of the dike construction.

Steve Hoetzer, Dave Sprynczynatyk and
llurray sagsveen reviewed the diking problan by use of topographic maps and
photos.

A request was made by Grand-lJalsh
Associat¡on mernbers to dike a breakout of the Red Rlver near the l{arals
River and control floodwaters along the same rlver to a dîke and outlet
structure where the Turtle River along wlth the I'laraîs River flo.ls enter
the Red River near I'lanvel .

A discussion folloned regarding the
request. Dlscussed were rdater management district respons¡bil¡ties, public
heari ngs and alternatives.

The consensus of the Commission was
that they could approve a request for the Marais and Turtle Rivers project
if the local water management districts became ínvglved. The involvement
t¡ould incl ude publ ic hearings and recomr¡endations. The request should not
be presented in a manner that would affect the ability of the l,later Commlsslon
to deal with the Red River diking problem.

Red Rlver dike construction was
by Murray Sagsveen.

The Cormlss¡on reguested the steff to

STATEù|IDE DRAINAGE At{D Secretary Fahy reported that, under
FL00D CONTROL DISCUSSION drainage and flood control, new
(stlc projecr No. lo53) legislation (n.4. l4fl) has been

passed to allow organlzation of two
or more rvater management districts to solve cofliflþn watershed problems. He

cited also the authority to levy two mills for the projects in joint venture.

He recomnended that the districts use
the new authority and that this was being stressed during the current area
hreter menagefl¡ent meet i ngs.

Hurray Sagsveen advised that the uúeter
management distrlct mill levy had been increased from three to four mllls by
the legislature. The legislature also approved a measure increasing fron
40 to 80 acres the maximum aree thât could be drained without a permlt.

The Cormission advised the State Englneer
that ¡t brould limit lts financial participation in dralnage to new constructlon
and that grelter detail must be provided to justlfy future requests for
drainage projects.
